The average monthly number 
of new claims in the f i r s t 11. 
months last year was 28 7, down 
5.8 from the i962 average of 340, 
Dinsmore said. N o v e m b e r 
claims totaled 312 against 344 
In the preceding year. 
The continued claims averag­ 
ed 1..530 monthly against 1,808 
in 1962, he continued. T h e r e 
were 1,170 continued claims in 
November against 1,557 in the 
same 1962 month. 
Although last year’s figures'! 
declined considerably, the aver­ 
age duration of each new claim 
remained at 5.3 weeks for each 
year, Dinsmore pointed out. 
Dinsmore said 767 people were 
placed in employment in the 
Hrst 11 months compared to ,511 
for the comparable period in 
1962. Forty-one were placed in 
November against .53 in Novem­ 
ber.

Then she discovered a note 
from her husband, written in 
Russian, in her bt*dr(M>m. Os­ 
wald's note said he might be 
gone for some time, or he might 
be arrested. It told her the lo­ 
cation of the county jail in Dal­ 
las and gave the number of Os­ 
wald's post office box, along 
with the key. 
It said he was expecting a 
check from a former employer

W 5 W F H : Ice was a great luxury for the ancient peoples, 
especially for thncr who lived in warm climates They could 
not make ice 
hut they could and did bring blocks of ice 
down from mountains 
It is known that the Romans marie 
water ices and that Marc' Polo, coming home from his fam­ 
ous trip to the far east, is supposed to have brought a recipe 
for adding milk to water ices, making a kind of ice cream 


But it was the Italians who really started ice cream on its 
wav 
For a long time they had used ice brought down from 
the mountains; until, about 1550, someone discovered that if 
salt was addl'd to ice it would become colder, and that milk 
and flavoring could be frozen by it. At tirst. this delicious 
dish was reserved by European chefs for the nobility, but 
the secret soon leaked out. 
In America, ice cream was known 
in the early 1700's but, 
its use was rare until 
Dolly 
Madison servpd it in the White 
House in 1809 After 1900 it became America’s favorite des­ 
sert. The first ice cream cone appeared in 1904 at the Louis­ 
iana Purchase exposition in St. Louis.

It is known thai the Romans made 
water ices and that Marc' Polo, coming home from his fam­ 
ous trip to the far east, is .supposed to have brought a recipe 
for adding milk to water ices, making a kind of ice cream 


But it was the Italians who really started ice cream on its 
wav 
For a long time they had used ice brought down from 
the mountains; until, about 1550. .someone discovered that if 
salt was added to ice it would become colder, and that milk 
and flavoring could be frozen by it 
At first, this delicious 
dish was reserved bv European chefs for the nobility, but 
the secret soon leaked out. 
In America, ice cream was known in the early 1700 s but, 
its use was rare until Dolly Madison served it in the White 
House in 1809 After 1900 it became America's favorite des­ 
sert The first ice cream cone appeared in 1904 at tie Louis­ 
iana Purchase exposition in St. Louis.
